I have a word of caution for our 
Florida tobacco growers: Work 
closely with your Experiment Sta-! 
tion and your county agricultural 
agent to obtain the best advice 
available for producing a quality 
crop. Use approved varieties and 
follow sound cultural practices. 
Don't try for quantity at the e» 
pense of quality. 


USDA has been

the use of MH-30 v Flor- 
ida growers contend not caus- 
ed any deterioration of quality in 
their crop, It points out, however, 
that MH-30 is only one of several! 
factors that affect quality and, if 
a grower uses it, he does so at his | 
own risk.
